Bible and whose menning s but Httle un
derstomd,  From it he drew o profoundly
impressive deseription of the varied and
mnjestic purpeses of certain parts of Serip
ture atd m proctiosd lesson for Christinns
generally,  The text was Paalms Ixi, 4,
“Selah"

The mnjority of Bible readers look upon
this word of my text as of no importance,
They consider it w supertluity, o mere fll
ing in, n mecaningless interjection, & s
less refeain, an undetined echo,  Seluh!
But I have to tell yon that it is no Serip
tural  necldent, 1t wecnrs seventy-fone
times in the book of Psalms and three
times in the book of Habakkak., You
must not charge this perfect ook with
seventy-seven trivialities,  Selah! It s an
enthrone! wond. I, necording to an old
writer, some words are battles, then this
word s oa Muwathon, a Thermopyle, »
Sedan, 0 Waterioo. It s o word declsive;
sometimes for poctic benuty, sometimes
for solemnity, sometimes for geandenr anmld
sometimes for eternal import. Throngh it
roll the thundering chinriots of the Omnip
otent Gal,

I take this word for my text becnuse |
a0 often asked whnt is its meaning, or
whether it has any meaning at all. It has
an ocenn of meaning, from which I shall
this morning dip up only four or five
bucketfuls, 1 will -;Eﬂk Lo you, so far as
I bave time, of the Selah of poetic sig
nificonce, the Selah of intermission, the
Selah of emphasic and the Selah of per
petuity,

Are you surprised that | speak of the
Selah of poetie signifleance®  Surely the
God who sapphired the heavens and mude
the earth n rosebud of beanty, with ocenns
hanging to it like drops of morning dew,
wottld not make a Bible without rhythm,
withont redolence, without blunk verse,
Godd knew that eventually the Bible wonld
be read by a great majority of young peo-
ple, for in this world of malarin and ens
unlty an octogenarinn is exceptional, and
as thirty vears i more than the avernge of
Boran Lite, B thie Bible is to be s success
ful book it mnst be adupted 1o the young
Hence the prosody of the Bible—the dreanin
of Jub, the pastoral of Ruth, the epic of
Judges, the dithyranmbic of Habakkuk,
the threnody of Jereminh, the lyrie of
Solomon's soog, the oratorvio of the Apoe
nlypse, the idyl, the stropbe, and anti
strophe und the Selah of the Psalms,

IT8 SUGLESTIVENESS,

Wherever you find this word Selah it
means that You are to roidse 0p to great
statza, that you are to apen your soul to
great analogies, that you are to spread the
wing of your imngination for great flight,
“1 mnswered thee in the secret plice of
thunder. I proved thee at the waters of
Meribnh, Selnh.”  *The earth and all the
inhabitants thereof are dissolved, | bear
up the pillars of it, Selab,” “Who is this
king of glory? The Lord of hosts, b s
the king of glary, Selah,”  “Thou shalt
compass e abont with songs of delivei-
anee, Selnh™ “Though the waters thereof
roar amd be troubled, though the mouan-
tains shinke with the swelling thereof,
Selab,"  “The Lord of bosts is with »
the God of Jocob is onr refuge.
“Thon hast given . banner to them that

fear thee, that it may be displuyed hecanse |

of the teath, Seiab.” 1 will hide umder
the covert of thy wings, Selah.” 0,
G, when thon wentest forth before thy
people, when thou didst murch through
the wilderness,  Selih.””

Wherever you tind this word it is a sig-
nal of warning hung out to tell you to
stand off the track while the rushing train
goes by with its imperial passengers, Poetic
word, chueged with sunvise and sunset, and
tempest and earthquake, and resurrections
and millenninms.

Next 1 eome to speik of the Selah of in
termission. Gesenins, Tholuck, Hengsten-
berg and other writers ngree insaying that
this word Selah menns a rest in music: vhat
the Greeks eall o dinpsadimn, o puuse, a halt
in the solemn march of cantillation,

THE BELAI OF INTERMInSION,

Every musicinn knows the importance of
it. 1 you ever saw Jullien, the great mu-
sienl lender, stund before five thousaml
singers anid players upon lnstraments, uond
with one stroke of his baton smite the mul-
titnainous hallelujnliinto silenee, and then,
soon ufter thit, with another stroke of his
baton rouse up Che full orehesten to a great
outburst of barmony, then yon know th
mighty effect of wmusionl pause, 1t gives
more power to what went before; it gives
more power to whit is o come after, So
Giodl thrusts the Selah into his Bible and
into our Hves, compelling us to stop and
vhink, stop and consider, stop and admire,
stop and pray, stop and repent, stop and be
wick, stop and die, 1t s not the great num
ber of times that we el the Bibleshrough
that makes us intelligent in the Seriptures.
We must pause,  What theugh it take an
hour for one word?  What though it takea
week forone verse* What though it take
o year for one chinpter? . We must piause
and nensare the height, the depth, the
length, the breadth, the universe, the eter
nity of meaning in one verse,
